Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  consideration  my 
ninth  Annual  Report,  which  deals  with  the  vital  statistics  and 
general  sanitary  condition  of  your  district  during  1898. 

The  year  on  the  whole  was  a  favourable  one  for  the  public 
health.  The  sickness  and  death  rates  were  low.  Infectious 
disease  (except  for  an  out-break  of  Diphtheria  in  the  Qkehampton 
sub-district)  was  not  very  prevalent. 

Although  no  great  work  of  sanitary  importance  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  year,  yet  a  great  deal  of  minor  work  has 
been  done,  and  it  is  this  constant  repetition  of  minor  work  which 
in  the  long  run  “  tells  ”  more  favourably  on  the  public  health.  The 
frequent  visit  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  with  the  accompanying 
order  to  lime  wash  the  house,  abate  a  nuisance  or  rectify  improper 
drainage  &c.,  not  only  has  an  immediate  effect  in  the  remedying 
of  matters,  prejudicial  to  health,  but  it  also  constantly  reminds 
each  individual  house-owner  and  house- occupier  that  he  has  a 
duty  to  perform.  In  thinly  populated  districts  as  our  own,  very 
much  can  be  done  by  each  individual,  for  his  own  health.  Pure 
air,  pure  food,  and  pure  water  are  the  foundation  stones  of  Sani¬ 
tation,  and  these  should  be  more  easily  obtainable  in  the  country 
than  in  large  towns. 

The  Area  of  District  is  114,556  acres. 

Vital  Statistics. 

Population — In  estimating  the  various  “  rates  v  I  am  taking  the 
figures  as  shown  at  the  census  in  1891  when  our  population  was 
put  down  as  14,381. 

Births— There  were  319  births— 172  Males  and  147  Females— 
registered  during  the  year,  giving  a  rate  of  22.18  per  1,000.  Last 
year  there  were  316  births,  and  a  rate  of  21.9  per  1,000. 

The  birth  rate  of  the  past  three  years,  when  compared  with  the 
rate  of  the  three  years  following  the  census,  shows  a  slight 
diminution. 

This  may  indicate  (but  not  necessarily  so)  that  the  diminution  of 
our  population  in  the  two  previous  inter  census  periods  is  still 
going  on  in  this  one. 


Deaths — There  were  211  deaths — 106Males>nd  105  Females— 
registered  during  the  year,  giving  a  rate  of  14.6  per  1,000.  Last 
year  there  were  205  deaths,  and  a  rate  of  14.2  per  1.000. 

The  natural  increase,  or  excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  108.

Bratton  Clovelly  has  the  lowest  birth  rate.  This  sub-district 
generally  stands  low  on  the  list.  It  is  purely  agricultural,  and 
contains  no  village  of  any  size.  The  highest  birth  rate  occurred  in 
the  North  Tawton  sub-district. 

Okehampton  sub-district  has  the  lowest  death  rate,  followed 
closely  by  Bratton  and  Chagford.  Hatherleigh  had  the  highest 
death  rate. 

Too  much  stress  must  not  be  placed  on  the  statistics  of  one 
year  as  indicating  a  higher,  or  lower  state  of  the  public  health  in 
the  various  sub-districts.  A  series  of  years,  and  a  knowledge  of 
the  age  distribution  of  those  living,  as  well  as  the  ages  at  death, 
are  necessary  for  comparison. 

jfip  Ages  at  death — Nearly  50  per  cent,  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
persons  over  65  years  of  age.  In  the  Chagford  and  North  Tawton 
Districts  the  ratio  was  over  50  per  cent. 

Infantile  Death  Rate — 34  deaths  occurred  in  Infants  under  one 
year  of  age  giving  a  rate  per  1,000  births  of  106.  Last  year  the 
corresponding  rate  was  113.  The  lowest  infantile  death  rate 
occurred  in  the  Okehampton  and  Chagford  sub-districts  ;  the 
highest  in  the  North  Tawton  and  Hatherleigh.

These  give  a  rate  of  1.1  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Last  year 
the  corresponding  rate  was  .5  per  1,000. 


The  highest  Zymotic  rate  occurred  in  the  Ghagford  aub»di strict 
the  lowest  in  the  Bratton  Clovelly. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  death  was  due  to  Scarlet 
or  Enteric  Fever. 

Influenza — Eight  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  disease,  an  in¬ 
crease  on  the  two  previous  years.  The  greatest  fatality  fell  on 
the  Hatherleigh  sub-district  where  there  were  five  deaths.  Oke- 
hampton  had  no  fatal  case,  the  other  three  sub-districts  one  each. 

Heart  Disease— -23  deaths  were  due  to  Heart  Disease.  This  is 
about  the  average  number,  and  the  cases  were  pretty  evenly  dis¬ 
tributed  throughout  the  district.  They  were  mostly  in  persons 
advanced  in  life. 

Consumption— 14  deaths  were  due  to  this  disease  as  compared 
with  17  and  11  in  the  two  previous  years.  No  death  from  the 
disease  was  registered  in  Ghagford  sub-district,  whereas  five 
occurred  in  the  Hatherleigh. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia — Caused  41  deaths,  14  being  under 
five  years  of  age,  and  27  above. 

This  number  is  about  the  average  of  the  previous  few  years. 
The  highest  death  rate  from  these  diseases  occurred  in  the  Chag- 
ford  district.  Bratton  Clovelly  had  the  lowest  rate. 

Cancer — Eight  deaths  were  caused  by  this  disease.  Ghagford 
was  the  only  free  district,  and  the  highest  ratio  was  found  in  the 
Okehampton  district. 

Diabetes — No  less  than  five  deaths  were  registered.  A  larger 
number  than  I  can  find  previous  record  of.  Two  occurred  in  the 
Bratton  district,  two  in  the  Okehampton,  and  one  in  the  North 
Tawton. 

Rheumatic  Fever—  Caused  one  death  in  the  Ghagford  sub-district. 

Injuries — Five  deaths  were  due  to  injury,  as  compared  with  two 
and  five  in  1897  and  1896. 

Three  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  the  Chagford  district  (one  due 
to  a  carriage  accident,  one  due  to  lightning,  and  one  due  to 
suicidal  gun  shot.) 

One  death  in  the  Okehampton  district  was  caused  by  falling 
from  a  cart,  and  one  in  the  Bratton  district  due  to  a  railway 
accident. 

The  detailed  list  of  the  prominent  diseases,  terminating  fatally, 
in  the  various  districts,  appears  in  Table  A  appended. 

Infectious  Diseases  of  the  Year, 

38  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  16  last  year.

From  this  list  it  will  be  seen  that  the  parish  of  Okehampton 
suffered  most  severely  from  Infectious  Disease,  and  that  due  to  an 
outbreak  of  Diphtheria. 

Enteric  Fever — The  first  case  notified  was  at  Chagford.  No  his¬ 
tory  of  exposure  to  infection  could  be  obtained,  but  the  closet  in 
the  house  was  not  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  There  was  no 
spread. 

The  next  case  occurred  in  North  Tawton  in  J uly.  About  a  fort¬ 
night  before  the  outset  of  this  case  there  was  a  heavy  downpour 
of  rain,  and  flooding  of  the  yard  of  the  patient’s  house  with  sewage, 
partly  due  to  the  inability  of  the  sewer  to  deal  with  the  excessive 
flow,  and  partly  due  to  a  defective  trap  on  the  premises.  Whether 
the  disease  can  be  attributed  to  this  cause  is  uncertain.  North 
Tawton  nearly  every  year  has  one  or  two  cases  of  this  disease 
which  points  rather  to  a  pollution  of  the  soil  with  the  specific 
germ. 

A  second  case  occurred  in  the  same  house  some  six  weeks  later 
probably  due  to  infection  from  the  first  case. 

The  occupiers  of  this  house  obtained  their  drinking  water  from 
a  well  on  the  premises.  This  was  analysed,  and  found  to  give  no 
evidence  of  pollution. 

The  fourth  case  of  this  disease  occurred  in  September  in  South 
Tawton  parish.  This  neighbourhood  is  also  one  where  nearly 
every  year  a  case  of  the  disease  crops  up.  There  was  no  spread. 

Scarlet  Fever  —Four  of  the  cases  notified  were  in  soldiers  at  the 
Artillery  Camp.  In  all  probability  they  brought  the  disease  with 
them.  All  the  cases  were  isolated  in  their  own  Hospital  on  the 
Camp.  Probably  this  outbreak  on  the  Camp  was  the  source  of 
infection  for  the  single  case  which  cropped  up  in  the  Okehampton 
parish  about  that  time. 
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Two  isolated  eases  occurred  in  Hatherleigh,  apparently  un¬ 
connected.  The  source  of  infection  could  not  be  traced. 

A  case  of  this  disease  also  occurred  in  Throwleigh  parish.  The 
patient  evidently  brought  the  disease  with  him.  This  patient  was 
removed,  by  his  father,  to  the  Exeter  Sanatorium.  The  house 
was  disinfected  thoroughly,  and  there  was  no  spread. 

Diphtheria — By  far  the  most  serious  outbreak  occurred  in  Oke- 
hampton  parish,  early  in  the  year.  A  case  of  this  disease  was 
notified  at  an  isolated  cottage  in  February.  The  child  had 
attended  Fowley  Down  School,  and  it  was  reported  that  the  water 
supply  there  was  not  good.  On  examination  the  water  was  found 
to  be  of  very  good  quality,  but  subsequent  enquiry  showed  that 
there  had  been  cases  of  sore  throat  (but  no  doctor  called  in) 
before  the  one  that  was  notified. 

There  was  a  lull  for  about  two  months,  then  8  cases  were  notified 
in  two  days,  all  of  the  patients  attended  school.  The  school  was 
at  once  closed  and  a  house  to  house  inspection  made  with  enquiries 
as  to  the  existence  of  sore  throat,  etc.  The  school  was  closed  at 
first  for  a  month,  but  afterwards  prolonged  for  two  months  as 
another  case  turned  up. 

One  or  two  cases  subsequently  occurred,  but  not  in  children 
attending  the  school.  We  now  know  that  even  some  weeks  after 
recovery  from  the  disease,  some  of  the  poison  may  remain  in  the 
throat  and  nose  thus  leading  to  fresh  cases. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  Artillerymen  at  the  camp* 
The  source  could  not  be  traced  by  the  Camp  Medical  Officer. 

A  case  of  the  disease  in  Bridestowe  Village,  in  November  was 
due  to  infection  from  a  case  in  the  Borough  of  Okehampton. 

Our  present  year’s  experience  of  Diphtheria  emphasises  what 
is  generally  found.  A  mild  case  of  the  disease,  not  bad  enough 
for  medical  aid  to  be  sought  and  only  kept  away  from  school  for  a  few 
days  leads  to  an  outbreak  shortly  after  the  child’s  return  to  school. 

Measles— This  disease  prevailed  but  not  very  extensively  in  the 
Hatherleigh,  Okehampton  and  Chagford  Sub-Districts.  It  was 
found  necessary  to  close  the  schools  at  Langdown  and  Chagford 
(Infants)  on  its  account. 

Whooping  Congh— This  disease  preceded  the  outbreak  of  Measles 
and  in  the  same  districts.  North  Tawton  also  had  an  outbreak  of 
the  disease.  Several  adults  were  affected. 

Iufluenza  was  also  prevalent  in  the  early  part  of  the  year? 
especially  in  the  Hatherleigh  district. 

Public  Work, 

North  Tawton — The  scheme  for  increasing  the  water  supply 
here  is  rather  at  a  deadlock.  Two  branches  of  iron  pipes  have 
been  laid,  but  before  sanctioning  the  scheme  the  Local  Govern- 
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ment  Board  wishes  to  be  satisfied  that  all  of  the  land  drained 
should  be  converted  into  pasture.  Negotiations  are  now  proceed¬ 
ing  with  the  owners  of  the  land  with  the  view  of  that  request 
being  granted. 

An  old  defective  stone  drain  passing  from  Market  Corner 
towards  Ohurch  Gate  has  been  re-placed  by  a  6-in.  socket  pipe. 

During  the  year  the  County  Council  has  complained  of  unpurified 
sewage  passing  into  the  river  Taw.  This  happened  during  the 
time  the  field  was  laid  up.  Steps  will  be  taken  to  prevent  a  re» 
currence  of  this. 

Steps  are  being  taken  to  provide  a  new  burying  ground  in  this 
town.  A  Local  Government  Board  inquiry  was  held,  and  on  the 
request  of  the  Inspector,  I  forwarded  a  report  on  the  subject. 

Owing  to  the  main  sewer  not  being  able  to  deal  with  very  ex¬ 
cessive  rainfall  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  provide  a  storm 
overflow  sewer. 

Chagford — The  sewer  in  Town  Meadow  has  been  extended 
136  feet,  and  in  Grammer’s  Lane  40  feet.  The  sewage  outfall  in 
Mr.  Coniam’s  meadow  was  the  cause  of  some  complaint  as  new 
houses  are  being  erected  in  its  vicinity.  By  the  extension  of  the 
sewer  outfall  and  greater  attendance  to  the  distribution  of  the 
sewage  there  should  be  little  cause  of  complaint  for  a  time. 
As  however  this  part  of  the  town  seems  to  be  a  favourite  spot  for 
building,  further  steps  may  have  to  be  taken  later  on. 

North  Lew— -The  sewer  in  this  village  has  been  extended. 

Sampford  Courtenay — The  lower  part  of  the  village  has 
been  supplied  with  additional  water  from  a  spring  gravitated 
down  through  an  iron  pipe.  It  yields  an  abundance  of  pure  water 
and  should  prove  a  boon  to  the  inhabitants  as  the  previous  supply 
ran  rather  short  in  dry  summers. 

Hatherleigh — The  sewage  disposal  iu  this  town  still  gives 
cause  for  complaint.  The  matter  has  been  discussed  in  two 
previous  reports. 

The  following  are  the  reports  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  to 
whom  X  am  indebted  for  much  assistance.

The  results  of  the  inspections  have  been  made  known  at  your 
monthly  meetings. 
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Local  Committees  have  been  met  four  times,  one  at  Sandy 
Park  (Drewsteignton)  with  reference  to  the  adequacy  of  the  water 
supply,  one  at  Chagford  to  discuss  the  method  of  sewage  disposal 
in  Mr.  Coniam’s  meadow,  one  at  South  Zeal  (South  Tawton)  to 
see  if  some  more  adequate  water  supply  could  not  be  obtained, 
and  one  at  Iddesleigh  with  regard  to  improvement  of  the  drainage 
of  the  Village. 

The  question  of  providing  additional  water  supply  for  South 
Zeal  does  not  make  much  progress. 

A  well  has  been  sunk  at  Ramsley— the  worst  supplied  part  of 
the  village— but  no  measures  have  been  taken  to  prevent  pollu¬ 
tion  from  the  surface,  &c.,  nor  has  a  pump  been  provided. 

The  well  or  pit,  as  we  may  term  it,  as  it  now  exists,  is  useless. 
The  work  should  be  completed,  and  then  we  could  see  whether  it 
yielded  a  sufficient  supply  for  the  local  house-holders. 

Defective  Dwelling  Houses — No  case  has  been  condemned  under 
the  H.W.C.  Acts  during  the  year,  but  in  several  cases  notices 
have  been  served  for  cleansing  and  lime-washing  houses,  and 
attending  to  general  dilapidations. 

Overcrowding— Two  cases  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Food  Supply — No  complaint  reached  me  during  the  year. 

Water  Analysis— As  is  usual  a  good  number  of  samples  of 
water  were  analysed  during  the  year.  The  recommendations  in 
my  last  year’s  report  should  be  carried  out  by  those  persons  who 
send  in  samples  of  water  to  be  reported  upon. 

Although  most  of  the  more  thickly  populated  portions  of  our 
district  are  well  supplied  with  good  drinking  water,  many  of  the 
isolated  places  are  not  so  well  supplied. 

Bake-houses  and  Slaughter-houses— These  have  been  inspected 
periodically  through  the  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there 
is  generally  a  great  improvement  in  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
kept. 

Schools— Most  of  the  public  elementary  Schools  have  been 
visited  during  the  year.  As  a  rule  the  sanitary  arrangements 
receive  attention,  but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  in  one 
or  two. 

Cow  Sheds  and  Dairies — The  recent  report  of  the  Royal  Com¬ 
mission  on  Tuberculosis  has  deservedly  drawn  public  attention  to 
the  importance  of  our  milk  supplies.  It  has  shown  that  the 
tubercle  germ  is  not  of  uncommon  occurrence  in  milk  derived  from 
tuberculous  cows,  and  that  the  users  of  such  milk  do  undoubtedly 
incur  risk  of  infection. 
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The  main  means  of  preventing  tubercular  disease  in  cattle  (as 
in  man)  consist  in  providing  fresh  air,  sunlight  and  general  clean¬ 
liness  of  surroundings.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  in  our  dis¬ 
trict  as  well  as  in  the  country  at  large,  public  opinion  will 
gradually  but  surely  demand  more  attention  being  given  to  the 
sanitary  surroundings  of  milch  kine  than  has  been  usual  in  the 
past. 

The  usual  Tables  are  appended  to  this  report.
